But  it  is  mutually  agreed  between  the  purchaser  and 
ourselves  that  we  shall  not,  at  any  time,  be  liable  for  any  amount  greater 
than  the  usual  price  of  stock. 

8th.  It  is  very  important  to  water  your  trees  immediately  after 
planting.  The  cause  of  trees  failing  to  start  in  many  instances,  is  due  to 
the  failure  to  settle  the  soil  around  the  roots. 

No  charge  is  made  for  boxing,  packing  and  delivering  at  depot 
or  express  office  in  Pasadena.

ACACIAS 

A family  of  quick  growing  trees,  flowering  in 
succession  more  or  less  the  year  round. 
Masses  of  beautiful  golden  flowers.  Should 
be  in  every  collection.

Acacia  Floribunda.  This  variety  might  well  be 
called  an  everbloomer,  as  it  is  covered  with 
masses  of  Golden  bails  the  greater  part  of 
the  year.

The  Rose 


The  Rose  (the  Queen  of  Flowers)  is  the  most 
popular  of  all  flowering  plants  and  certainly 
deserves  its  great  popularity. 

HOW  TO  PLANT.  The  ground  should  be 
thoroughly  spaded,  and,  unless  very  rich, 
should  have  some  well  rotted  manure  worked 
in.  Ground  bone  is  also  an  excellent  fertilizer 
for  the  rose.  Never  use  fresh  manure  around 
the  roots.  Roses  grow  best  in  a heavy  soil. 
If  your  soil  is  light  and  sandy,  large  holes 
should  be  made  and  filled  in  with  heavy  soil 
to  insure  the  best  results.  In  planting  see 
that  the  roots  are  carefully  spread  out  be- 
fore filling  in  the  hole,  and  give  a good  wa- 
tering to  settle  the  soil  around  the  roots. 

PRUNING.  In  California  great  difference  of 
opinion  exists  as  to  the  right  time  to  prune 
the  Rose.  This  is  not  to  be  wondered  at, 
considering  the  different  climatic  conditions. 
The  Northern  portion  of  the  state  being  cold- 
er in  the  fall  and  winter  months,  bring  the 
bushes  to  a dormant  condition  which  is  na- 
turally the  proper  time  to  prune  in  that  loca- 
tion. In  the  Southern  portion  of  the  state 
with  warmer  conditions,  the  bushes  are  grow- 


ing and  blooming  more  or  less  all  the  year, 
and  does  not  get  a natural  period  of  rest. 
The  writer’s  experience  has  been  to  rest  the 
bushes  in  September,  by  withholding  the 
supply  of  water,  and  pruning  in  October,  at 
the  same  time  giving  a liberal  supply  of  rot- 
ted cow  manure  or  ground  bone,  the  new 
growth  will  then  give  a supply  of  flowers 
the  following  three  months  and  again  in  the 
Spring.  With  so  many  different  types  of 
Roses  as  there  are  growing  in  California,  in 
different  soils  and  locations,  no  set  rule  can 
be  given  as  to  how  they  should  be  pruned. 
The  principal  rule  in  pruning  is  to  cut  out  all 
superfluous,  weak  and  decayed  wood  from 
the  center  of  the  bush  to  admit  a free  cir- 
culation of  air.  Cutting  back  all  strong 
growing  shoots  from  one-third  to  two-thirds 
of  the  past  seasons’  growth,  leaving  the 
bush,  when  pruned,  of  a uniform  shape.
